* A beguiling nonsense tale in verse with more than a bit of Dr. Seuss in 
its quality. It is just as funny as The Duchess Bakes a Cake - and has a cautionary 
angle that comes closer to the small fry who want animal pets of their own. For the 
very youngest of the Duke and Duchess' thirteen daughters was being difficult about 
her choice. No dragon nor unicorn for her; she must have a couple of rabbits, which 
only the king could supply. This he did- with a warning. And his warning came all 
too true. How they solved it- for a moment only- makes hilarious reading. In pic- 
ture and verse (which limps a bit at times- but what matter?) Miss Kahl has done 
it again.

Author illustrator, Robin King, has written another of his light and comi- 
cal fantasies about children in foreign settings. Abouy lives in the village of 
Ismar. He brings a monstrous egg into the village. The egg eventually disgorges 
a baby ostrich with an omnivorous appetite. Double trouble ensues when the ostrich 
eats Abou's father's barbering equipment and then turns out to be female instead 
of male.

Johnny's enjoyment of a summer vacation on his uncle's farm is spoiled by the 
apiary, for Johnny hates and fears bees. The boy ultimately faces and overcomes his 
fear in order to protect a baby cousin. Although the illustrations are factual and 
show the inside of a hive, they are generally unappetizing and in some cases could make 
young readers or listeners fearful of bees. The idea is fine, but execution falters.

plagued his land. It cost him his hand - but never his courage - and he grew to man- 
hood and marriage with the girl of his choice, staunchly true to his ideals and his 
goals. This is still- as it was through the half century since its writing- probably 
the best picture of the period for the junior reader. I read it at ten with zest; it 
doesn't bore adults. So choose with a view to reader readiness. Now available in a 
more convenient size, complete as to text and with the original illustrations.... 
Let's hope Harper plans to do a companion volume with their property- Men of Iron.

Tiran, 
Prando's adopted daughter, is beloved by Garth, a stone-cutter. Through an incompre- 
hensible series of events, presented in unintelligible fashion, a cast of characters 
with unpronounceable names float about in glass bubbles, become trapped in mirrors 
and bump about to an unresolved conclusion. It reads like static. Walter Lorraine's 
illustrations are very well done.

Then he gets his wish through the patronage of Monsieur 
Vincent; he is granted a fairy-tale stay on Rose Island, a kind of childhood Para- 
dise. However, he never forgets his family. When he discovers that his mother is 
ill and the news has been concealed from him, he escapes from Rose Island and all 
ends well. This is neither fish-nor-fowl. It's too factual for fantasy and too 
fanciful for fact.

Estrella Maria, daughter of a Spanish noble, is delighted when her 
father is appointed Viceroy of New Spain. En route to Mexico, she is captured by 
Indians in Puerto Rico. Here the superstructure of coincidence is too heavy, for 
Estrella finds another child, Cicily, whose appearance is identical with her own, 
also captured by the tribe. Rescuers looking for Cicily take Estrella back to 
Cicily's parents, who mistake her for their daughter. The rest is soap opera and 
schmalz.

EIGHT TO ELEVEN- NON-FICTION 


Boer, Friedrich- £d. Pantheon 
IGLOOS, YURTS AND TOTEM POLES $3.50 


Life in thirteen primitive, aboriginal and nomadic cultures around the 
globe is described in the first person by imaginary boys and girls growing up as 
tribal members. A South American boy tells of hunting monkeys with a blow pipe; 

a Samoan girl describes her reaction to being tattooed and a Siberian child explains 
that her tribe follows the migration of the reindeer. The text is written in clear 
suitable language, easily within the grasp of nine to twelve year olds. The book 
was published originally in German; four members of the Hamburg Museum of Ethnology 
and Prehistory wrote the text. The illustrations, by a group of museum experts, 

are explicit and informative, but only occasionally decorative. 72 of them repro- 
duced in line, add to the content material value, however. The inclusion of head 
hunting and head-shrinking will be appreciated by those strange young moderns who

Rabbi Singer, who now leads the Lakeside Congregation for Reform Judaism 
in Highland Park, Illinois, translates the problems of Ruth and Jerry Stern, students 
at Ellesmere Junior High, in terms of Judaistic ethics. Successive episodes deal 
with treatment of a fellow student whose father is in disgrace, fraternity-sorority 
membership, bitterness between rival schools and discussions on obligations of charity 
and on the acceptance of death. Neither theocratic nor dogmatic, this compilation 
deals more with man's relationship to man than with man's relationship to God. (Publ.)

Sixteen and sensitive, Sandra Campbell is a questing adolescent, all at sea 
because her brilliant father and artistic mother lead an unorthodox family life aboard 
a converted Chinese junk. Practical Josie, her younger sister, offers anchorage to 
Sandra during the unsettled period when Jay Stagliano takes an interest in Sandra. 
Compared to Jay's socially impeccable family, the haphazard existence of the Campbells 
aboard the houseboat Pakhoi seems cause for embarrassment. Sensing her uneasiness, 
Jay helps her toward a more mature evaluation of her gifted parents when he divulges 
the weaknesses concealed behind his family's de rigeur facade. Janet Lambert, author 
of the popular Tippy Parrish, Penny Parrish and Jordan family series for adolescents, 
presents a realistic problem common to teen-agers and solves it very tidily if unreal- 
istically. The problem is true-to-life; the solution is not. This is a shallow "Seven- 
teen" with a Hollywood happy ending.

Boyd, Martin Viking-Reynal 
& OUTBREAK OF LOVE $3.50 


Further in the formal, leisurely Anglo-Australian chronicle which began with 
The Cardboard Crown and The Difficult Young Man. Guy Langton is again the detached 
spectator-narrator who records a different segment of his family's history. It is a 
protected world- of drawing rooms and gardens and balls; bloodlines and barriers are 
still fairly unassailable; and on the eve of the first world war there are only a few 
intimations of the changes to come. This new novel is primarily concerned with Guy's 
aunt, Diana von Flugel, her German husband-Wolfie- a musician whose talent has never 
been recognized, their daughter- Josie, and Wolfie's mistress- the fullblown Mrs. 
Montaubyn. After an offesnively obtrusive scene on Mrs. Montaubyn's part, Diana breaks 
with Wolfie, and allows her friendship with Russell Lockwood who offers her a broader, 
cultural life in Europe to expand. But Josie's prospective marriage postpones her 
decision to leave with Russell and the outbreak of the war returns her to her marriage.. 
A companion conversation piece, this does not depend on the earlier books for its 
interest but again defines its period and its characters with a sophistication of in- 
sight.

A MALE CHILD $3.00 


Ian Canning, ill with a recurrent tropical fever, returns to England from 

the Far East to find that he has lost his work, his wife, his flat. Thinking of taking 

his life, he is deflected by a chance Army acquaintance-Alan Hurst- who invites him 

to stay with his family. The household he joins is both thoroughly disorganized and 
e disoriented, scarred by personal tragedies in the past. Alan's mother drinks since 

the death of the son Edward whom she had loved too exclusively- and now through Ian 

she believes that he has been "conjured from the dead". Alan's wife, Stella, has left 

him and there is the shifting speculation over her relationship with Edward; a seedy 
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Uncle, and his footloose daughter, share with Ian the varied versions of the private 
family history. And finally Stella returns, pregnant, but with the birth of the "male 
child" the affirmation- toward life- is made and the dissatisfaction and despair will 
clear.... Mr. Scott, a young writer (two earlier novels) of an ability which matches his 
assurance, has written a curious story of intense relationships. If he promises more than 
he performs, implies more than he ultimately resolves, he still will attract and hold the 
attention of the more discerning reader.

SWEET NOTHING | $3.95 


Superimpose Peyton Place on Blithe Spirit (if your imagination will go that far) 
and you will have an approximation of Sweet Nothing. What starts out to be a story of 
haunting ends with as detailed an exploration of sexual intercourse- extra marital - as 
I have encountered, outside of medical books. The central figure, Calvin Brace, has left 
his hearth and home on a secret mission - to seek out the home of the unknown aunt-by- 
marriage who made him her heir, and there to find what has caused her spirit to haunt hin, 
lure him, seek to rescue him from his alcoholic wife. He takes rooms in the house, now a 
low grade rooming house; he spends hours of research in the library; and he accepts the 
more than acquiescent attentions of the landlady's granddaughter- no virgin she, in the 
hopes of keeping his ghostly visitor at bay. Through the artificial device of imaginary 
conversations with an unknown questioner, Calvin manages to share his inner turmoil, his 
aimless years, his unhappy marriage, with the reader. In the end, he throws all excess 
baggage overboard, places a spray on the tomb of the restless ghost, collapses from mal- 
nutrition on the wet roadway, and is brought back to life by the ministrations of his 
sweetheart. "Nothing" but not so "sweet". And it isn't skillfully enough written to 
compete with Thorne Smith's immortal Topper nor is there the saving grace of humor. (IC:

Buck, Pearl S. John Day 
LETTER FROM PEKING $3.75 


A minor production in the distinguished list of Mrs. Buck's writings, but one 
that has certain qualities of charm, and importance in the successful probing of the inter- 
race conflict. She tells the story, largely by indirection, of an American wife of a 
teacher, whose mother was Chinese, his father American - but almost more Chinese than the 
Chinese in his scholarly interests and identification. Gerald, the husband, finds he can- 
not leave the Peking he loves, the people who are so much his own, even under the Communist 
rule. He sends his wife and young son back to Vermont- and safety. And for a time he 
manages to communicate with them. Then comes a final letter, asking permission to take a 
Chinese woman into their home. Eve, the wife, thrusts the decision aside, seals up the 
letter, ceases to write to Gerald- and lives in her faith of eventual reunion. She and the 
boy Rennie seek out the old Grandfather MacLeod and bring him to Vermont- but his is a 
tenuous hold on life and reality, and eventually he dies. The monthly round of mountain 
farm activities is told. And then Rennie falls in love- and is rejected because of his 
Chinese blood. Bitter, resentful, he leaves home- goes out to Kansas, where they had found 
the grandfather - and finally resolves his problem, finds the right girl, and comes home 
to Eve. With her acceptance of Gerald's need for a woman- and ultimately with his violent 
death, in an attempt to escape, Eve is able to close the door on the past and to face the 
future.

Hill, Pati Houghton, Mifflin 
THE NINE MILE CIRCLE $3.50 OO o& | 


To those who lived with Pati Hill through what was presumably the period 
of writing this novel in The Pit and the Century Plant the achievement will come short 
of the anticipation. At least it was for me. I found the novel unreal in its ap- 
proach to adolescence, irritating in the long-drawn out trauma of pregnancy, and 
trying in its repetitive Gertrude Steinish style. Mrs. Carter, when the story opens, 
was uncomfortable and annoyed with her belated pregnancy - out of patience with her 
prying small daughter, Linda, and insecure in her emotional reaction to Linda's friend- 
ship with Jan, whose father, Morton, recently killed in a motor crash, had been Alida 
Carter's youthful sweetheart. As the reader follows the tenuous pattern of each phase 
of the story, the human relationships wear a bit thin, and the non-existent pattern of 
plot fades out.

LAND OF DAHORI: Zales of New Guinea $3.75 


Report repeated from the January 15th bulletin, as follows: "A sort of 
fictional recreation of various stages in the life history of man through the natives 
of New Guinea. Many of the stories explore the basis for witchcraft as a rule by 
fear of the village elders, and he attempts always to reconstruct the thinking pro- 
cesses Of the people. An early story is that of a leader who left his people and 
enticed them to learn the value of gardening by associating a magic power with the 
natural one and sacrificing himself so that they might obtain his 'power'. There is 
the oncoming of the missionary who tries to get the women to wear clothes above the 
waist and whom a Westerner discourages. There are the government men, one who meets 
his end at the hands of the elders who must back up the superstition of a mute death 
if one walks in the dark of the moon, another who finds loyalty in a native who tries 
to defend the administrator's wife from her vengeful outburst and survives her will- 
ful treachery. To be considered not as works of fiction but as illustrations of life 
as it may have been lived.

Alger Hiss' review of the most controversial case of our time is- as one might 
assume from the title- an attempt to find a fairer hearing and to reverse the judgment of 
the court which found him guilty- a judgment which, based as it was on the confusing, 
contradictory evidence in the case, left a large residuum of doubt. And while today the 
uneasy climate of suspicion in which the case was heard has dissipated, and while the 
violent partisanship of belief- or disbelief- in the two men- Hiss and Chambers- has died 
down, it is still probably as difficult to evaluate certain aspects of the case now as it 
was at the time of the original trial. Many of the details have certainly been obscured 
by the passage of time. This is a contained and dignified presentation (words which could 
hardly have been applied to Whittaker Chambers' Witness) and it begins with Hiss' first ap- 
pearance before the Committee on Un-American Activities, goes on through the confrontation 
to the indictment, the trails and finally the "new evidence of fraud and forgery". This 
new evidence (on which an attempt for an appeal was later based and denied) is the most 
current attraction for new readers and deals with the duplication of the Woodstock type- 
writer, shows that Priscilla Hiss did not type the Baltimore Documents, and adds the 
testimony of Lee Pressman who was one of many who refused to testify at the time because 
of self-incrimination. In the overall review of the case, one must again pause to wonder 
at the methods of the Committee in their "preconceived mission of exposing 'espionage'", 
at the many inconsistencies and inaccuracies in Chambers' testimony, at the palpable pre- 
Judice in the atmosphere of the courtroom- although one is still left with the unanswerable 
question of Chambers' motive- was it only, as Hiss suggests here, a diversionary tactic to 
save himself? And since, as Hiss acknowledges, this case had only one real issue- Chambers' 
veracity as against his- it is once again left to the reader to reach his own verdict of a 
guilt or innocence. Hiss, in this book, is certainly his own, best advocate- but how large 
a “court of public opinion" he will reach is questionable.

The Emergence of Realism in American Art 


This chiaroscuro portrait of William Glackens, the distinguished American 
painter, written by his son, highlights the artist en famille in Philadelphia, New York 
and Paris, but leaves in shadow much that needs to be interpreted and clarified. Glackens' 
association with the "Ashcan Group," -Luks, Davies, Henri, Prendergast, Lawson and Sloan, 
is traced from its origin early in his career as staff artist on Philadelphia newspapers. 
Although the association of these rebels against academicism culminated in the New York 
Armory Show, which marked the continental divide between "studio art" and subjective ex- 
pression, the book fails to transmit the white heat of artistic controversy; it also 
neglects to explore fully the relationship between Henri's group and the earlier American 
rebels, “the Ten." Albert C. Barnes, a childhood acquaintance of Glackens, who reaped 
a fortune in Argyrol profits, relied heavily on the artist for advice in the selection 
of canvasses for his major collection. Their relationship is well rendered. Edith, the 
artist's wife, emerges with vinegary sparkle. Illustrations include 100 plates, six in 
full color, of major and minor works by the man who said "Pretty good art is like a pretty 
good egg." Paradoxically this account of Glackens' role in the emergence of realism in 


American art gives no clue to the motives or influences which impelled him to the artistic s 
course he chose. On the whole this volume is more like Life With Father.than Lust for

The official Naval History of the war continues to the European theatre victory 
in this eleventh volume in a memorable series. Morison has a faculty for making lively 
reading of many-times- told material, and this is no exception. A whole new facet of the 
invasion story comes to life. A recent reading of the diaries of Field Marshal Alan 
Brooke in Bryant's The Turn of the Tide (see report P. 318) covering the years of Britain's 
lonely war supplies a backdrop for this analysis of the final year, 1944-45. The navy's 
part was vastly more important than the average reader expects, not only in the planning 
and execution of Operation Neptune-Overlord, but in the invasion of Southern France- which 
came to be called Operation Dragoon and was for the western theatre of war, the peak 
achievement in amphibious warfare, and finally in the crossing of the Rhine, when the Navy 
was called on for the oddest of assignments. Throughout, each phase- planning, training, 
preliminary exploration and ultimate execution - is vigorously told, with enough of 
incident and anecdote and adventure to balance the intricacies of technical strategy and 
tactics. As invasion became a reality, the Navy was faced with a new menace, in the storm 
that wrecked Mulberry. Throughout- particularly in the months leading up to Dragoon- the 
differences of opinion between British and American top brass and political leadership 
proved the most difficult of hurdles - but the results, for most historians, justified the 
decision. There is more of land operations in this book than in the earlier volumes- but 
always the Navy's part in the ultimate achievement comes through.

The cornet brought him back to 
vaudeville, to managing other acts and producing, to getting in the big time with 
talent - and then there was the new gamble of pictures that moved - and sold. From 
the East to the West coasts, from the incognito appearances of stars to the starring 
of incognitos, from the apathy of first audiences to the growing followings of the 
one, two reelers- and the lengthy spectaculars, from the filming of books to the special 
scripts and back to books again, from silent to talking and from small to vast screens- 
it's all here, including the complicated shifting of companies, financial dealings, 
bookings and theater chains, in most good natured recall. Loaded with anecdotes, 
personal feelings and contributions this should provide plenty of reminiscences for i 
those who have followed the course of this medium.

This is an informal guidebook to Norway. At first glance that seems a 
highly specialized and perhaps limited sort of travelogue, but the text reads well, 
and whether you have been to Norway or not, the contagion of enthusiasm for the 
country is irresistible. It is definitely a guidebook, rather than a personal travel 
record, though the data is based on the Majors' journeyings the length and breadth i 
of Norway. One gets a successful blend of how to- what and where, with bits of 
history, biographical jottings, anecdotes of experiences, and every phase of travel : 
in Norway that the experienced or inexperienced traveler could desire. The last part ! 
of the book takes specific units of travel, trips from -- to --, with details as to 
routes, methods of transportation, time involved, where to stay, what to see. One 
finishes with a conviction that Norway demands revisiting, that its enchantment is ; 
many-faceted and that the old and the new are in ideal balance, with a sense of 
continuity that is unique.

Coles, Samuel B. PREACHER with A Houghton, Mifflin 
THERPOSERE-Or-THE PLOW $3.50 





A Negro missionary from the American Board of Congregational Churches, Mr. 
Coles spent 30 years in an agricultural community in Angola, Portuguese West Africa. He 
went there not to proselytize but to raise the human and economic standards. Instead of 
psalms, he distributed plows made on his own forge and trained oxen to pull them. He 
did his own farming in the rich, unused river-bottom country- thereby proving that no harm 
would come from the spirits suspected to be there. He also led attacks against locust 
swarms, introduced ceramics and built a school. When occasion required, he matched his 
own concoctions against the medicine man's. Above all, he sought to instil initiative, 
goading, bribing, and setting his own example to induce his people to act in their own 
behalf. Compared to Schweitzer, Mr. Coles believed far more in sweat and swear policies, 
he was more economics minded, he was more concerned with the fate of the African than of 
mankind. Philosophically he was deficient, and from all that his autobiography reveals, 
cultural values played little part in his daily thought. His life story is therefore, 
practical Christianity, impressive rather than inspiring. (LC 357-8223)

Bloom, Murray Teigh Scribner 
MONEY OF THEIR OWN $4.50 


A gallery of rogues embodies the author's hobby - counterfeiting and its 
practitioners - and provides a collection of “coney" men from the mid 1800's to the dis- 
tribution by Nazi Germany of bogus Bank of England notes. Working through the Inter- 
national Criminal Police Commission and interviewing, where possible, these unofficial 
money makers, Bloom runs through the ways in which they produced their illegal tender, 
their methods of passing it and the means by which they were caught. From the U. S. 
and Europe come these exploits in high finance, with two cases involving stamps and a 
philatelic forgeries, which include Beraha, whose gold sovereigns were more valuable than 
those of the Royal Mint; Reis, whose operations in Portugal upset the whole country; 

Jacobs, whose cigar business was a disguise for a mastermind of currency crimes; Prince 
Ludwig of Austria and the long-lived Brockway. There's peripheral history to supplement 
the stories of this craft group which has its own place in the annals of true crime. 
Definitely lively. (LC:57-6065)
